Presbyterian Church, the Mgnod of 
the Presbyterian Church of Canada. 
In connection with the Church of 
Scotland, the Synod of the Presby¬ 
terian Church of the Lower Prov¬ 
inces and the Synod of the Presby¬ 
terian Church of the Maritime Pro- 
inces in connection with the Church 
of Scotland, met according to ap- 
ponltment for the purpose of con- 
surrtmatiri* the union of their re#pec- 
tlvc churches.

I N the death of Mr. Justice Eberts the 
i Province hat lost one who for many 'yean 
labored zealously, ably and honestly to promote 
its interests in the various public offices to which 
he was Called and for which his talents so 
admirably fitted him. Corning here in his early 
manhood, his ability as a lawyer soon attracted 
attention and he was regarded as one marked 
by destiny to play an important part in his 
chosen profusion, which his subsequent progress 
proved to be the case. 

About thirty-five years ago he entered 
public life as a member of the Legislature for 
Saanich, and retained the confidence of the 
electors of that constituency with but one 
interruption for nearly twenty years. He was 
Attorney-General in three administrations and 
afterwards served as Speaker of the Legislative 
Assembly. Later he was appointed to the 
Court of Appeal on which he served to the end 
of his career. 

Hon. Mr. Eberts was deservedly popular 
throughout the Province. Although a strong 
party ntan during his political activities, he had 
no personal antipathies and his genial and 
approachable disposition woo the esteem of 
those who opposed his politics. He was an 
able campaigner, a ready speaker whether on 
the hustings or in the House and always had 
something interest mg to say. He proved him¬ 
self to be an eacellent Judge. Ihere will be 
widespread regret over the announcement of his 
death and much sympathy with his family in 
then bereavement. I

It came out In the trial that there are now 
some lit persons being regularly inspected as 
carrier*. One case cited was that of "Typhoid** 
Mary Fallon, who, several years ago was 
adjudged a carrier. She had been employed as 
a domestic. She was ordered to choose some 
other line of work. Dr. Blau said that 
’Typhoid" Mar>-, under an assumed name, 
became a servant In the kitchen of a hospital. 
After nij epidemic of typhoid there the woman 
was Identified as a carrier and, having broken 
the rule laid down by thf Sanitary Code, she 
was given a sentence of "enforced supervision'' 
for several years. *

^particularly the latter, assisted Blr John Mac- 
•■•v^tWtfTd- Tn Otttw-'Be 1 TrtwmmHr'The rtefsrlhr 
organisation. Colonel French was the first 
commissioner In command. To the recruits he 
put the programme of the fores In the bluntest 
way—small pay. constant service, constant 
espoaur*. ronsMerable danger, little comfort, 
stern discipline, great responsibility. 

HPIIK class of men he secured was excellent— 

* bold spirits of the best stock of Eastern 
Canada, younger sons of th# nobility and gentry 
of Great Britain and Ireland, whose fathers* 
names meant nothing In the force, nor their 
mimes either, save when splendid human quali¬ 
ties gained them recognition. It was the 
personnel sb carefully picked which made the 
corps remarkable for courage, reliability. Intelli¬ 
gence. It was this personnel which set th# 
standard of honor for the corps, and which 
quickly developed that corporate spirit remain¬ 
ing yst so sensitive and so powerful. 

There were only one hundred and fifty of 
these men to begin with, but Colonel French, 
on tnklng command In the Autumn of 1I7S, 
obtained permission to double that number. 
Even then It waa an Absurdly small number to 
attempt the policing of the VUt Northwestern 
plains and mountain* To the Houth. across the 
bord"i*, the Vnlted Htate* Government waa 
employing thousands of troops In Its unsuccess¬ 
ful dealings with the Indians. Yet these few 
police accomplished by fairest treutmsnt. by 
Impartiality, by unflinching courage, by keeping 
faith, what all the troop* the trnlted Btates 
{toured into Ita western territories failed to 
accomplish.
